linquency problem” in various East 
Bay newspapers, the following state- 
ments have been requested to be pub- 
lished in The Times to clarify a few 
opinions voiced by R. G. Buckwalter 
of 655 Spokane Avenue at Monday 
evening's City Council meeting.
